Washington. -March 10.—The secre- 


tary of state, in conversing with press 
representatives, madb ,a statement as 
to the facts regarding the negotiations 
with San Domingo. He said: 


"I should like, if possible, to set at

tiation not only of the .San Domin.qo 
protocol now under\considcratlon by 
the senate of the United States;..but 
also the instrument signed, at, San Do- 
mingo on aJn. 21, which is sometimes 
referred to as the Dillinglaam-Sanchez 
agreement.

"It has been asserted, and persist- j 


ently repeated, that the department | 
of state had knowledge of the exist- 
ence to the agreement of Jan, 21 prior 
to the announcement in the public 
press that such •, an instrument had 
been signed at ,San Domingo/City. 


Get* Information From .Press. 


"It has been further asserted that 


there was an intention, and purpose on 
the part of the president alid the de- 
partment of state, which looked to 
the hasty carrying into effect o£ some 
important agreement with the Domini- 
can government, without duly submit- 
ting to the senate for its advice and 
consent any instrument in the nature 
pf a treaty or protocol. Neither the 
president nor any of fhe officials ol- 
the state department ever had any 
such Intention or 'purpose. Nothing 
was known ol' the agreement of Jan. 
21 until it was learned,, through the 
medium of the public press, that such 
an instrument had been signed in San 
Dcmingo City. Ill was .then decided 
that, as many reports and rumors con- 
cerning the agreement were reaching 
tlie papers (some of which indicated 
that, negotiation for the annexation of 
the'island was proposed),, it would be 
wise to make a statement concerning 
the .matter to the public to allay any

Overcomes Political'Conditions: 
"When this statement was made on 


Jan. 22, only a brief abstract of the 
arrangement which had been -Signed at 
San Domingo City had been communi- 
cated officially to the department.

the interview, together with the prob- 
able attitude o£ tlie administration to- 
ward the:' proposition. It was never 
for a moment contemplated that there 
would not be submitted' to the United 
States senate at the proper time for 
its considc'ra'tion a -protocol -or treaty 
embodying the essential, features of 
the agreemenr signed on--the 21st.of 
January at San Domingo City, which 
agreement was signed at that time for 
the purpose -of meet.ag the require- 
ments of certain political 'conditions 
at San Domingo to avert further dis- 
order and bloodshed. The- action of 
our representative in this respect was 
approved. '

Takes, Usual Course. 


"When the full'text of the agree- 


ment of Jan. 21 reached Washington 
nhe department's draft, which is the 
protocol' now'before the senate, was 
promptly considered, prepared -and 
cabled to San Domingo, where It was 
signed some days later. 


"No purpose of putting eTiher the 


agreement of Jan. 21 or trie protocol 
now before the senate into practical 
operation without submitting it to the 
senate for approval was ever enter 
tained, considered or discussed. The 
administration vas proceeding in the 
\isual and ordinary -way; that, is, it 
was negotiating the treaty through the 
customary and acknowledged agencies, 
ar.d when that instrument was thought 
to bo in proper form it was'duly sub- 
mitted to. the senate.". .

federate infantry well intrenched lead- 
ing fronv the bank of the river to' the 
ifoot of Orton pond, a lake several miles 
Jong. Owing to the protection of this 
(body of •water the trenches could not be 
Iturned except by • a long march. The 
(line was further protected liy abatis 
and manned with field-artillery, which 
/kept up n rapid fire of shrapnel when- 
ever the Federals showed within range. 
' Two of General Cox's brigades w.ero 
Intrenched in, front o£ Fort Anderson, 
and two others marched for the head 
of Orton pond,- a distance of fifteen 
miles. It was night when the column 
reached the causeway at the head of 


charge of the Federals broke the lino, 
and the commander surrendered with 
400 men and 3 cannon. Part of tho 
Confederates escaped to Wilmington. 


During the night General Cox repair- 


ed the. bridge over Town creek and, 
with his whole force, trains and artil- 
lery, set out for Yv'lluilngton. Mean- 
while General Hokc's Confederates 
still held General Terry back on the 
cast of the river. After a march of six 
miles Cox was again held up by Mill

Cox's advance across the swamp with 
cavalry, but this was finally outflank- 
ed, and tho troops passed the swamp 
to high ground'beyond. 
Throughout 


the day tho fleet kept up a rain of fire 
\ipon Fort Anderson, and the Confed- 
erates abandoned the place during the 
night, leaving ten pieces of heavy ar- 
idllery to the enemy. 


The garrison of Fort Anderson re- 


itreated along the river . bank to n 
Btream called Town creek, which flows 
nt right angles with Cape Fear river, 
a few 'miles below Wilmington. On 
Ithe east side of the river the Confed- 
erates under General Hoke also fell 
ibaclc and took up a position opposite 
jthe mouth of Town creek. 
General 


fTerry followed up Hoke iu his retreat, 
innd General Ames' division crossed 
(from the west bank of the river to tho 
past to support Terry. 
General Cox 


pursued tho garrison column to the 
Jbanks of Town creek. 


Before evacuating Fort Anderson the 


jConfederatcs built a strong line of 
jwovks on the north bank of Town 
iereek and manned them with a Whit- 
jworth rifled cannon and two -fleld- 
pieces. 
The creek was deep and un- 


ifordublo. 
The planking was removed 


tfrom the bridge over tho creek, and 
Igun's in the works swept the long 
icauscwuy over the marsh leading to 
jthe bridge. 
A single Confederate brl- 


ry, in front of Wilmington.- Here tho 
railway bridge fired.'by the Confed- 
erates was still burning, but several 
boats of a pontoon bridge used by the 
Confederates had been overlooked, and 
with these the troops were poled across 
to Englc island, midway of the river 
r.ncl about a mile wide. 


General Cox immediately began to 


repair the pontoon bridge and cross 
his column to the island. Meanwhile 
the detachment which had been ferried 
over marched on toward tho cfty fer- 
ry and-were met by a party of Con- 
federates having a couple of cannon 
iu position behind a rude.work they, 
had constructed to defend the road. 
Whilo-tho riflemen of the Federal van- 
guard attempted to drive the Confed- 
erate gunners from their pieces Gen- 
eral Cox opened with artillery from 
the west bank, and the explosion of 
the shells.so close to the city warned 
the authorities that an enemy was at 
their gates. 


Persistent rumors had been afloat 


around Wilmington'that-the Confeder- 
ate General Hardee. who had evacuat- 
ed Charleston and moved north -with 
several thousand men, was about to 
succor tho threatened city. 
General 


Terry could make no headway in try- 
ing to push Hokc's Confederates -on 
the cast bank of the river, and it was 
supposed that Hoke had been re-en- 
forced. General Cox's story of the day 
is that the commanding officer of the 
expedition, General SchoCeld, ordered 
him (Cox) after he hud secured a lodg- 
ment upon Eagle island to draw back 
imd ferry his troops to the oast bank 
of Cape Fear river to re-enforce Terry. 


Being convinced from what be bad 


seen on the west bank, General Cox 
ssys that ho purposely delayed obey- 
ing orders promptly, put one brigade in 
motion and reported the circumstance 
fully to his superior. The river bunk 
being lined,with swamps, it was mid- 
night of the 21st before Cox's couriers 
reached bis headquarters with fresh 
directions from SchoQeld. 
The chief 


approved Cox's action, although ho had 
sent repeated orders to him to recross 
the river and support.Terry m an at- 
tack on Hoke. These orders had been 
the more urgent the afternoon of the 
21st because Hoke resumed the ag- 
gressive nt that time as a cover to .his 
retreat and the abandonment of Wil- 
mington to its fate. . Genera! Hoke 
marched away during the uigbt. and 
Terry's troops followed, up, entering 
the city at the dawn of Washington's 
birthday. 


Wilmington having been secured as 


a base for Sherman: in case of need, 
General Schofield turned his attention 
to securing a better one at Xewbern, 
N. C., then iu Federal possession, but' 
cut off from Goldsboro. where. Sher- 
man was expected to halt by a Coufcd-, 
crate post at Kingston. Leaving Terry 
in command of Wilmington, Schofleld 
detached Genera! Cox to Newborn -to 
open the road to Goldsboro. This was 
effected after a stubborn battle :it 
•Kingston, and Schofield united the col- 
umn under Terry with Sherman's army 
at Goldsboro. with 
communications 


open to both Newbcrn and Wilmlng-
